New Y ork , Jan. 5.—Mayor Hewitt has 
written a letter to a Brooklyn friend which 
was p ublished Thursday. 
It treats with 
characteristic p ointedness of the labor ques­ 
tion. 
After indorsing labor unions, but con­ 
demning unnecessary strikes and boycotts, 
the mayor declares that laboring men are en­ 
titled to the current rate of wages. 
Says 
Mr. Hewitt: 
“In the case which you p ut to 
me, that of manufacturers who will not p ay 
the current rate of wages, I should recom­ 
mend resistance on the p art of the workmen 
through their union, and if necessary the aid 
of other unions of workmen. 
It is exceed­
